PROPOSED RESOLUTION 
WHEREAS, Cook County is facing an oral health care crisis; and 

WHEREAS, with one of the lowest reimbursement rates in the country, Illinois is leaving thousands of 
hard working Cook County families caught in a painful, degrading and sometimes life threatening oral 
health care gap; and 

WHEREAS, one third of Illinois’ underserved population resides in Cook County and 1.4 million county 
residents rely on government sponsored dental care; and 

WHEREAS, the number of children and adults enrolled in public aid programs continue to increase, 
while critical oral health care programs remain unfunded; and 

WHEREAS, in Cook County, 64 percent of third graders have had cavities and 39 percent have untreated 
cavities; and 

WHEREAS, there is often a 3 to 12 month wait for specialty dental treatment, which in many cases, 
results in more expensive emergency care; and 

WHEREAS, there is a medically proven link between overall health and oral heath, with studies showing 
that poor oral health may be linked to heart disease, stroke, pre-term child birth and oral cancer. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Department of Public Health shall 
collect a complete inventory of county dental services including clinic location, hours of operation, a list 
of staff at each location, salary/hourly compensation of each employee, number of patients served, 
population served, length of time a patient must wait to see a dentist for general care and specialty care, 
procedures performed, clinics closed in the last ten years, including clinic location, date opened and date 
closed, and remaining inventory; and report back to the County Board within 30 days of the passage of 
this Resolution.

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners is pleased to recognize acts of courage and 
bravery by citizens of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, on December 11, 2010, Orland Park resident Jason McDaniel entered the L.A. Tan in 
Orland Park and upon entering the establishment, encountered the receptionist bound with rope and a 
gunman attempting a robbery; and 

WHEREAS, while Jason was concerned with the safety of the receptionist and with being able to see his 
wife and young daughter again, he attempted to negotiate with the armed assailant for a peaceful 
resolution; and 

WHEREAS, when the gunman would not negotiate, Jason was presented with an opportunity, but rather 
than flee, Jason chose to save the life of the receptionist by taking control of the gun from the assailant 
when a struggle ensued; and 

WHEREAS, when the struggle was over, the assailant was killed and the receptionist rescued; and 

WHEREAS, after an investigation of the incident, it was determined that the assailant was the 
“Honeybee Killer” who went on a two state killing spree in October 2010. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that we join 
his family, friends and community in honoring Jason McDaniel for his acts of bravery and heroism in 
saving the life another person, and the lives of future victims of the assailant; and

RESOLUTION 

RESOLUTION REGARDING THE TUCSON SHOOTINGS 

WHEREAS, on January 8, 2011, a warm Tucson, Arizona morning was shattered by the sound of gunfire 
at a “Congress on your Comer” event hosted by Representative Gabrielle Giffords. Six (6) were killed 
and fourteen (14) were wounded; and 

WHEREAS, Christina Taylor Green, Dorothy Morris, John Roll, Phyllis Schneck, Dorwan Stoddard and 
Gabriel Zimmerman lost their lives in this attack; and 

WHEREAS, Christina Taylor Green, the nine-year-old daughter of John and Roxanna Green, was bom 
on September 11, 2001, and was a third grader with an avid interest in government who was recently 
elected to the student council at Mesa Verde Elementary School; and 

WHEREAS, Dorothy Morris, who was 76 years old, attended the January 8th event with George, her 
husband of over 50 years with whom she had two (2) daughters, and who was also critically injured as he 
tried to shield her from the shooting; and

WHEREAS, John Roll, a Pennsylvania native who was 63 years old, began his professional career as a 
bailiff in 1972, was appointed to the Federal bench in 1991, and became chief judge for the District of 
Arizona in 2006, and was a devoted husband to his wife Maureen, father to his three (3) sons, and 
grandfather to his five (5) grandchildren; and 

WHEREAS, Phyllis Schneck, a proud mother of three (3), grandmother of seven (7), and great¬ 
grandmother from New Jersey, was spending the winter in Arizona, and was a 79-year-old church 
volunteer and New York Giants fan; and 

WHEREAS, Dorwan Stoddard, a 76-year-old retired construction worker and volunteer at the Mountain 
Avenue Church of Christ, is credited with shielding his wife Mavy, a longtime friend whom he married 
while they were in their 60s, who was also injured in the shooting; and 

WHEREAS, Gabriel Matthew Zimmerman, who was 30 years old and engaged to be married, served as 
Director of Community Outreach to Representative Gabrielle Giffords, and was a social worker before 
serving with Representative Giffords; and 

WHEREAS, Representative Gabrielle Giffords was a target of this attack, and remains in critical 
condition at an Arizona hospital; and 

WHEREAS, thirteen others were also wounded in the shooting, including those who sought to aid and 
protect others; and 

WHEREAS, several individuals, including Patricia Maisch, Army Colonel Bill Badger (Retired), who 
was also wounded in the shooting, Roger Sulzgeber, Joseph Zimudio, and Daniel Hernandez, Jr., helped 
apprehend the gunman and assist the injured, thereby risking their lives for the safety of others, and 
should be commended for their bravery; and 

WHEREAS, the heroic efforts of the first responders who arrived on the scene and the health care 
professionals who tended to the victims once they reached the hospital, whose service and skill saved 
lives should be honored and acknowledged. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, on behalf 
of the five and half million residents of Cook County does hereby condemn the cowardly and awful attack 
which occurred at the “Congress on your Comer" event hosted by Representative Gabrielle Giffords in 
Tucson, Arizona, on January 8, 2011; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Board honors the memory of those lost in the attack and offers 
its heartfelt condolences to the families, friends, and loved ones of Christina Taylor Green, Dorothy

SHERIFF’S DEPUTIES RESCUE FOUR FROM BURNING BUILDING 

WHEREAS, two (2) sheriffs deputies who rescued four (4) people from a burning building in Chicago 
are recovering at Little Company of Mary Hospital, Cook County Sheriff Thomas J. Dart announced 
Tuesday; and 

WHEREAS, the two (2) men, Deputy Sheriff David Soto and Deputy Sheriff Edward Flory were driving 
by the storefront building located at 115 East 115th Street when they saw flames erupting; and 

WHEREAS, Soto and Flory forced entry into the common area of the two-story building, and began 
searching for residents in the apartment above. They found four people and began searching for residents 
in the apartment above. They found four (4) people in one upstairs apartment, and escorted them out of 
the building. The deputies then re-entered the building, despite the second-floor blaze, to make sure no 
one else was inside; and 

WHEREAS, the smoke and fire soon became too intense, and the deputies were forced to retreat from 
the building; and 

WHEREAS, the Chicago Fire Department arrived on the scene shortly thereafter, at 11:48 a.m., with two 
(2) fire engines, and a rescue squad. Chicago Fire Department personnel was able to contain the blaze 
within an hour, while the Chicago Police Department secured the scene. No one else was found inside;

WHEREAS, Deputies Soto and Flory were transported to Little Company of Mary Hospital by the 
Chicago Fire Department. Deputy Soto is being checked for back and neck injuries and labored 
breathing. Deputy Flory is being treated for smoke inhalation. Both remain hospitalized in good 
condition while undergoing routine medical check; and 

WHEREAS, at the time of the incident, the two men were in the process of serving orders of protection 
and warrants as part of their regular duties with the Cook County Sheriffs Warrant, Levies and Evictions 
Unity. Deputy Sheriff Soto has been with Cook County Sheriffs Office since 1991; Deputy Sheriff Flory 
has been with Cook County Sheriffs Office since 1997.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has adopted a Real Property Assessment 
Classification 6b that provides an applicant a reduction in the assessment level for an industrial facility; 
and 

WHEREAS, the County Board of Commissioners has received and reviewed an application from 24 
Virginia, LLC and Resolution No. 10-04-08 of the Village of Chicago Ridge for an abandoned industrial 
facility located at 10140 Virginia Avenue, Chicago Ridge, Cook County, Illinois, County Board District 
#6, Property Index Number 24-07-311-016-0000; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County has defined abandoned property as a building and other structures that, after 
having been vacant and unused for at least 24 months, are purchased for value by a purchaser in whom 
the seller has no direct financial interest; and 

WHEREAS, in the instance where the property does not meet the definition of abandoned property, the 
municipality or the Board of Commissioners, may determine that special circumstances justify finding 
that the property is abandoned for purpose of Class 6b; and 

WHEREAS, in the case of abandonment of less than 24 months and purchase for value by a disinterested 
buyer, the County may determine that special circumstances justify finding the property is deemed 
abandoned; and 

WHEREAS, in this matter, 24 Virginia, LLC has not purchased the abandoned property for value, but 
has a contract for purchase pending approval of this Class 6b tax incentive; and 

WHEREAS, Class 6b requires a resolution by the County Board validating the property is deemed 
abandoned for the purposes of Class 6b; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has determined that the building was abandoned 
for 17 months at the time of application and that special circumstances are present; and 

WHEREAS, the re-occupancy will retain four (4) full-time jobs and create an estimated one (1) or two 
(2) new full-time jobs; with the number of construction jobs to be determined; and 

WHEREAS, the Village of Chicago Ridge finds that special circumstances exist in that the subject 
property has been vacant for less than 24 months and the applicant, 24 Virginia, LLC, intends to 
significantly expand and improve the subject property and the Class 6B is necessary for said purchase and 
development to occur; and
